need to do a good job of manag­ 
ing in the months ahead. 
Prices 
during the year just ending haven’t 
been anything for egg producers to 
get shouting happy about 
They 
have reflected the fact that pro­ 
duction of eggs, broilers and tur­ 
keys has been al record levels for 
the year. 
Tile danger signals are up for 
the year ahead, too, if present in 
dilations mean anything. 
Farm ­ 
ers are entering 1957 with slightly 
more hens than a year ago, and 
tile poultry breeders have indicat­ 
ed that tiiey will have larger flocks 
around for hatchery egg produc 
tion. 
The poultry industry reports 
there were 109.000,000 potential lay­ 
ing hens on farms October I. a 
million 
more than at the same 
lime last year. 
Estimates are that 
a larger percentage of these poten 
tia! layers were pullets rather than 
yearling hens 
That condition leads to the be­ 
lief that egg prices will be running 
somewhat below' last year during 
the first six months of 1957.

Do Not Burn Off fields 


Unusually warm weather has ex­ 
tended fall plowing in southern Illi­ 
nois into winter plowing. 
Plowing 
to prepare for next year’s corn 
crop is often accompanied by burn 
ing broom sedge 
Farmers burn 
their fields to make plowing easier 
and to be sure that soil nitrogen 
will not be tied up in rotting the 
sedge. 
But burning is a short 
sighted practice. 
One of the most 
serious shortages in southern HU 
nois soils is organic matter. 
This 
shortage is one of the reasons the 
soil bakes brick hard in the sum 
mer heat, plows up in rocky clods 
and roils 
down rain t * swollen 
streams as a yellow mass. 
So in­ 
stead of burning broomsedge, we 
urge you to add nitrogen and plow 
it all under for better corn crops, 
more easily worked soils and Jess 
erosion. 


Key Points in 


Managing 


Soil Bank Acres 


Four key points in 
managing 
soil bank acres are given this week 
by Earl Spurrier, extension agro­ 
nomist at the University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture 


First, Spurrier recommends cov­ 
ering all diverted areas with vege­ 
tative cover 
He suggests use of 
good quality, 
weed-free seed of 
long-lived adapted gra.-xes and le­ 
gumes, 


Second 
use sound .soil manage­ 
ment 
Apply commercial fertilizer 
according to needs as shown by 
soil tests. 
Prepare 
good seed­ 
beds. inoculate the seed and follow 
all otHer 
recommended seeding 
practices. 


Third, build approved soil and 
water conservation devices, if fin­ 
ancial or technical assistance is 
available, to further the long range 
conservation program on the farm. 
Fourth, control weeds by clip­ 
ping, if necessary. 
Delay clipping 
until after the bird hatching sea 
son if practical. 
Use chemicals 
to spot treat weedy areas, if pos­ 
sible to avoid or delay clipping.

Silage Needs 
High Forage and 
Grain Varieties

G. E. McKibben, crops research­ 
er at the Station, reports a test 
of 25 corn hybrids from five pro­ 
ducers for Mlage forage yields. 
In general, the longer season corn 
y ielded the most grain in this test. 
Later maturing hybrids also have 
higher' moisture grain at harvest. 
One of the five highest grain- 
yielding corn hybrids was com­ 
pared on a bottomland area with 
22 forage sorghum varieties. The 
five leading forage sorghum va­ 
rieties produced 42 percent more 
forage, on the average, than the 
corn, and 29 percent less grain.
